Prospective purchasers of real estate will 
often sign a sales contract with certain. con 
tingencies in the document. If these contingen 
cies are not.met, the buyer-can-avoid the 
purchase. < 

As an example, the contract may provide 
that the sale is contingent on the buyer obtain- 
ing satisfactory financing, the buyer inspec 
ting the property to his satisfaction, or the sale 
of the buyer's current home. If any of these 
events: specified in the contract do not take* 
place, the buyer can élect not to proceed with 
the sale. 

In one recent case, the buyer signed a real 
estate contract to purchase a home for 
$330,000. At the time the buyer signed the con- 
tract, he had not sold his own home, which was 
also valued ‘at more then’ $300,000. The con 
tract on the $330,000 new home contained a 
contingency which indicated that the sale was 
contingent on the buyer obtaining “satisfac 
tory financing.” The contract went on to pro- 
vide that the buyer would be the sole deter- 
miner as to whether the financing terms were 
ssatisfactory.’>

With 
proper leadership and searching 
out industry, it is possible we 
can return’ to that status,"’ he 
said.
